Communications & Petitions:

Fred Demokowicz, of 70 E Columbus Street, and Andrew Tapalansky, of 518 Winchester Highlands,
spoke in support of proposed skate park. They stated that skating and biking are very popular sports
with teens and that they do not have any place to skate at this time that isn’t private property. Several
surrounding areas, Lancaster, Pickerington and Reynoldsburg, have their own skate parks where kids
can gather together to ride.

They suggested Hanners Park as an ideal location. It is away from residential areas and will be
connected to the Canal Winchester area with the bike path. Then the kids don’t have to rely on busy
parents to take them to the park.

The gentlemen were asked if there was a skate park with a design that they liked. They responded
that there was a park named “The Flow” that used to be located next to the Big Easy. It was an all
wood course that was separated into skate boards and roller blades on one side and bikes on the
other.

Mrs. Rush-Ekelberry asked how many kids would use the skate park. They believed that many kids
would use the park, especially ones that are freshman at this time. Mr. Jarvis asked if they thought
this may be a fad or if a younger generation would follow in their love of skateboarding. They stated
that they have already seen many younger kids, maybe even elementary school age, skating in the
area and they believe they will continue with their interest in the sport.



Mrs. Mershon asked if they would be available and interested in consulting with the design of the skate
park. They responded affirmatively.

Jeffery Bond, of 146 Washington Street Apt C, stated that he supports the skate park and also wishes
that the ice skating rink be taken off of the back burner as well. Mr. Bond also stated that the
businesses that are looking to locate themselves in Canal Winchester need to be good corporate
partners. It may not be in the best interest of the Village to bring in businesses with 120 month tax
abatements.

Mayor Ebert stated that a small committee was formed after the Committee of the Whole meeting to
look at the Parks and Recreation issues. Mayor Ebert met with Dr. Bender and Mr. Paini and decided
that it is time to move on and create a larger Committee including Staff members, Parks & Rec.,
Village residents, Council members and school district residents.

Mr. Paini stated that this Committee will be a large committee with 30-35 people and asked the media
to help with getting residents involved. The commitment will be a once a month meeting for six
months starting in January 2009. Anyone interested can call Bobbi at 837-7493 and leave their
information with her. Once it is verified that they live within the village/school district, they will be
contacted about their involvement.

Dr. Bender wanted to add that the hope is that the Committee can look at the current plan and see if
changes need to be made, as well as, come up with a long—term plan.

Mr. Strayer noted that Council should have received an updated Downtown Inventory and Assessment
Study that was completed with Old Town Committee.

Manifold & Phalor’s application was tabled at the last meeting due to some questions about their pole
build out on the site. They will come to the next meeting with their entire build out so it can be looked
at and decided if any variances are needed.

Community Affairs Director:

Within two weeks, residents should be receiving the survey in the mail and a press release was sent
out to the media.

Village Solicitor:

Mr. Hollins passed out new JEDD information. After Bloom Township declined involvement,
Pickerington, Violet Township and Canal Winchester took another look at the JEDD and decided that
there were not major revisions needed to the JEDD document. The JEDD has had its first reading to
full council in Pickerington and they are planning on scheduling a new public hearing without Bloom
Township.

At this time, the intention is to continue to present it to respective Councils and get the authority to sign
the agreement, if so inclined. The agreement, however, will not be signed until after a time at which a
petition is received from a land owner. Discussion ensued regarding the aspects and advantages of
the JEDD.

It was decided that the Finance Committee will take on this issue at their next meeting. A Public
Hearing may be held in conjunction with Violet Township and Pickerington.
